It Is to be noticed. that the

* lodged two distinct protests 
with the Japanese Govern- 
ment.

Both 
protests are justified. The.

HE wider issuc at stake is

While the United 
States forces have a 
separate and satisfactory 
arrangement under their 
own defence agreement with 
Japan, othor United Nations 
troops are in an’ invidious 
position. Negotiations have 
become inordinately pro- 
tracted, with the Japanese 
making little or no serious

.Mment.. The Japanese ‘con- 
tention that the United 
Nations troops now in 
Japan are merely a con- 
tinuation of the army of 
occupation is. quite unten- 
able. .In fact, Common- 
wealth troops havo many 
other commitments in the 
world and Commonwealth 
Governments would  cer- 
tainly’not wish to keep them
